Special Assessments M ust be 
Made 
With Reference to Benefits. 


Attorneys have received notice of a 
very im portant decision which has just 
been handed 
down 
by the supreme 
court of the United States. 
It vitally 
affects nearly every property owner of 
the city, and w ill 
probably make a 
change in the existing ordinances con­ 
cerning 
special 
assessments 
neces­ 
sary. 
The decision holds that the city 
has 
no right to tax property for im prove­ 
ments to an amount greater than the 


value of the benefit accruing to the as­ 
sessed 
property, 
and 
where the im­ 
provement is objected to. 
The ruling was made in 
the case 
from Ouio entitled 
“ V illag e of N or­ 
wood vs B a k e r.” 
The decision plain­ 
ly states that assessments by the front 
foot, levied without regard to special 
benefits to the abutting land, are un­ 
constitutional. and that no property 
can be confiscated for this 
purpose iu 
order to collect the assessment. 
Prop erty taxed for paying in which 
the benefit does not equal the cost, can 
only be assessed for the amount of act­ 
ual benefit accruing from such an 
im ­ 
provement. 
Thus if an assessment of 


$•‘100 fo.' paving was made and it could 
be shown that the benefit derived from 
it did not amount to more than $20U, 
only that amount could be collected, 
and the rem ainder must be taken from 
a general improvement fund. 
The ruling also provides that whore 
assessments are made under a city or­ 
dinance (Which does not provide 
for 
taxation a-cording to the benefits re­ 
ceived the refrom, the assessment is il­ 
legal. 
A complete copy of the decision 
is being awaited with interest 
by the 
attorneys, as it is expected 
that this 
decision of the supreme court com­ 
pletely revolutionizes the method of 
special taxation in cities.
